How is our health, asks regional health authority

Are you listening or are they 
speaking loud enough for you 
to hear? 

That is the question the Re¬ 
gional Health Authority is ask¬ 
ing the people who attain serv¬ 
ices within its boundaries. 

A survey printed in all news¬ 
papers within the region is how 
the region plans to assess how 
they have progressed since the 
last time a complete review was 
done of the region's services, or 
in other words, an accredita¬ 
tion review. 

The region went through the 
voluntary process of an accredi¬ 
tation review in 1995 and com¬ 
munication with the public was 
an issue that came out of the 
completed report. The accredi¬ 
tation coordinator believes this 
is also a good time to check up 
on how they improved on the 
recommendations made last 
time, and to start the process for 
another one this year. 

"The process is completely 
voluntary," says Heather McKee, 
accreditation coordinator. 

McKee explains that the ac¬ 
creditation process which will 
likely be competed the last week 
of October 


McKee says the review is a 
peer driven examination of what 
is happening within a region. 
The Canadian Council on 
Health Services (CCHS) is the 
national organization that 
works with heath care organi¬ 
zations to improve the quality 
of services. 

The CCHS will take a 
number of steps to evaluate the 
service in the region. Fist, they 
will go around to each facility, 
including the Didsbury and 
District Hospital and compare 
the service against a predeter¬ 
mined set of standards, says 
McKee. This may include talk¬ 
ing to stafT or patients within 
the walls of a facility. 

Also, each care team (ie. all 
the cardiologists and all the 
nurses) will evaluate them¬ 
selves and the surveyors will 
do the same. Those evaluations 
will be compared and put to¬ 
gether with public input. 
Within six months a completed 
report will be given to the re¬ 
gion that will outline any per¬ 
ceived needs and recommenda¬ 
tions towards improvement and 
will determine whether or not 
they will be accredited. 

The CCHS has the authority 


to give accreditation certifi¬ 
cates which is a signal to cli¬ 
ents that the region has met 
the necessary standards. 

"It means you are perform¬ 
ing to the national standard," 
says McKee. She equates the 
rating of accreditation to know¬ 
ing you are staying a Five-Star 
hotel. 

Regional Health Authority 
Five has gone through this proc¬ 
ess every three or four years since 
regionalization. 

She adds, "It proves to people 
that we are trying to improve 
services." 

Last time one of the areas the 
review focused on was internal 
and external communication. 

"We want to keep the public 
well informed about what is go¬ 
ing on, and we need to find the 
best way to do that," says McKee 
who is busy gathering surveys 
from those who responded to 
newspaper survey. She says she 
is still taking responses and any¬ 
one who missed the survey can 
call the region or the local hospi¬ 
tal to get a copy. 

Also, anyone who would like 
to participate in this year's ac¬ 
creditation process can call 
Bonnie Porat at the Didsbury 


Hospital. 

The cost of the accreditation 
process is based on the annual 


budget of the region, however 
exact dollars for this process 
were not available.

STOP for students 

In an effort to offer a pre¬ 
emptive strike against traffic 
problems that continuously oc¬ 
cur during the school year, ad¬ 
ministration put forward a mo¬ 
tion to install a four-way stop 
at the corner of 20 Ave. and 23 
St. in front of Ross Ford to help 
control the traffic. The logic 
was that there is already a heavy 
flow of traffic at that corner, 
and will increase when an apart¬ 
ment complex being built at the 
corner is completed. Some coun¬ 
cillors expressed concern that 
there are already many four¬ 
way stops in town and they 
didn't want to get excessive. 
However, after reassurance 
from town engineer, Wes Yeo¬ 
man assured them it was not 
meant as speed control, but 
rather as a control of the rite- 
of-way. When the patrol teams 
from the schools are at the in¬ 
tersection, they will always have 
the rite-of-way. 

Councillors also expressed 
concern over the enforcement 
of the speed limit along 23 St., 
and indicated that someone 
should ask the RCMP to step up 
their efforts in that area. 

No word yet 

Evan Parliament reported 
that the issue of moving the 
RCMP into the provincial build¬ 
ing is not yet dead. He says the 
last time he spoke to those in 
charge of the deal was about 
three weeks ago, and he is still 
waiting to hear what the an¬ 
swer may be. "Unless they say 
no, I take it as a good thing," 
Parliament told council. 

Lease landed 

Council has prepared and 
amended the final lease agree¬ 
ment between the Town of Dids- 
bury and the Didsbury Curling 
Club and the Agricultural Soci¬ 
ety for use of the facility at the 
Memorial Complex. The lease 
negotiations have been going 
on for months and the town 
council said their goal was to be 
sure that the taxpayers were 
paying the least amount of the 
bill for the facility that it run 
and operated by the other two 
groups. The new lease agree¬ 
ment will go into effect as of 
Oct. 1, 1998. 


Change of heart 

Council was prepared to do¬ 
nate $480 to the community 
lottery board for administra¬ 
tion purposes at their meeting 
last Tuesday. Council had re¬ 
fused the contribution at their 
meeting in earlier in July, but 
had changed their minds. How¬ 
ever, the motion was not neces¬ 


sary because town Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer, Evan Par¬ 
liament reported to council that 
the provincial government had 
decided to fund the administra¬ 
tion of these boards. Council 
accepted the letter from the 
Province of Alberta as informa¬ 
tion. 

Collectors sent 

There are still a few busi¬ 
nesses who have not paid their 
levees for the Business Revitali¬ 
zation Zone. The BRZ was dis¬ 
solved last year through a vote 
of business members. The town 
took over the outstanding ac¬ 
counts and have since been try¬ 
ing to collect. Evan Parliament 
said that the accounts have been 
sent to bill collectors. "We are 
not backing down," he said. 
Coun. Gary Dolha added, "If we 
back down, then everybody 
(who has already paid) has got 
to get their money back. 

Land lift 

A couple of residents in town 
requested additional top soil be 
added to raise their front yard 
due to problems they believe to 
be as a result of some construc¬ 
tion that the town completed. 
The original request was de¬ 
nied, however the residents con¬ 
tinued to query councillors. Two 
councillors met with the couple 
and inspected the site, however 
they felt that the final grading 
that was done was satisfactory 
and the request to raise the 
front yard at the town's expense 
was "unreasonable" and there¬ 
fore it was recommended that 
the motion be denied. Council 
voted unanimously to deny the 
request. 

Taxes taken 

The Zion Evangelical Mis¬ 
sionary Church applied to have 
their parking lot property be¬ 
hind the old Ed Nolan building 
tax exempted. Council voted in 
favor of the municipal tax ex¬ 
emption, except that the church 
will still be responsible for the 
educational portion of their 
taxes. Coun. Gayle Veno ex¬ 
plained that next year, the as¬ 
sessor can assess that property

The parallel that can be drawn is that in Steinbach, Manitoba, it was illegal to sell liquor 
to anyone from any establishment. The town was dry. But, as a former resident will testify, 
there were probably more problem drinkers in that town than another of its similar make up. 
Why? Because, what is forbidden is fun as any teenager will tell you. The forbidden apple. 

Similarly, when I was younger than the legal age to buy cigarettes and I was already 
addicted, the deterrent didn't stop me from smoking. I just got them elsewhere. Once again 
it is the forbidden apple. 

In speaking with an addict, she said that she would agree. She also doesn't think that the 
government's idea to slow the pace at which VLTs operate will make any difference 
whatsoever. 

But the biggest dilemma for this community would fall if the bid to have the machines 
removed was successful. 

Will the churches or associations who lobbied against VLTs also be willing to give up their 
share of the grants provided by the revenues brought in? It would be hard I am sure to stare 
money in the face and not take it because of its dirty origins. 

I think it was pretty tricky of the province to suck up all of these fast slowing revenues and 
then put them into programs people need and care about. They are laundering dirty money 
by giving to non-profit groups. It is like putting sugar on a sour apple and expecting the public 
to digest it. 

The whole issue comes down to choice. If you want to gamble away your grocery money 
for the week, well it is a choice, a stupid choice that could result in the loss of much more than 
a few dollars, but is a choice nonetheless. VLTs are stealing the headlines, but there are many 
evils that are great social ills that deserve equal disdain. Alcohol, drugs, infidelity, poverty 
and so on. But they are part of this life. One of the greatest gift bestowed upon us humans 
is that of choice. Just choose wisely.

Saturday, August 1 
Dear Editor, 

Greetings from Jos where the 
weather is wet (it's rainy season 
and it rains for a short time most 
days), but the city is dry. Yes, we 
have a water shortage! Not that 
there's no water, but because the 
Water Board can’t pump the wa¬ 
ter to get it to the residents of the 
city. What we've heard has hap¬ 
pened is that the Water Board 
didn't pay its electricity bill, so 
their electricity was shut off. So 
now for over a week, no water 
has been coming through the 
pipes. Probably the amount owed 
is astronomical because the book¬ 
keeping and accounting here is a 
bit different . Whether the people 
in charge of paying the bills ab¬ 
sconded with the money or the 
bills were just ignored doesn't 
really matter. Our city of about 
400,000 people is without water, 
and who knows when this will be 
resolved. I was outside collecting 
rain water yesterday so that we 
could do laundry. 

And school starts next 
Wednesday. Were getting things 
ready for the big day. Many peo¬ 
ple are returning from either the 
summer break or from furlough. 
There will also be quite a few 
new people coming to teach at 
Hillcrest. Were anticipating a 
great year with God's blessing. 

Angela, a Nigerian girl who 
graduated from Hillcrest this 
year, just dropped in to visit. She 
will be goingto university in Shef¬ 
field, England in a few weeks. 
Most of the rest of the class will 
be in colleges in the States. 

Nigeria's relations with the 
rest of the world continue to im¬ 
prove. Another Nigerian girl who 
graduated this year has a father 
who is fairly high up in the Nige¬ 
rian military. Serah was going to 
have to go to Germany for uni¬ 
versity because the American 
government wouldn't give her a 
visa. However, because of the 
change of government and the 
better relations, Serah has her 
visa to go to college in Washing¬ 
ton State. 

We thank God for what we 
hear about what is happening 
here. This past week, several of 
the groups opposed to the former 
military leader met in Abuja, the 
capital city, to form a single po¬ 
litical party that will stand in 
elections scheduled to take place 
in March of next year. This is 
good news, if it comes to fruition. 
Instead of having many parties 
competing for votes, one candi¬ 
date will stand for at least four 
political parties that were re¬ 
jected under the former regime. 
Just thinking about the tremen¬ 
dous positive influence and power 
for good that Nigeria could be is 
exciting. We pray that well see 
more great changes for good. 

On a much lighter note, we 
attended a birthday party Thurs¬ 
day night. The new houseparents 
at the Baptist hostel were given 


local names by their Nigerian 
workers. Bob's local name is 
Dung', pronounced Doong' and 
meaning "one who brings joy." 
He didn't think that he'd want to 
use the name back in the States. 


Just another example of how the 
same word can have a different 
meaning in another language.

Rosebud Valley creates total lifestyle package

A new development is budding. 

Rosebud Valley Acres which is on the 
north side of the Didsbury bypass road, 
is well on its way to becoming the home 
of families both local and outside. 

The project is on 97 acres which are 
zoned for residential acreages and are 
within the Town of Didsbury limits. 

The at least 12 lot subdivision is 
situated along the Rosebud Creek, hence 
the name of the area. 

Jill and Allan Tuggle own the land 
and have been working towards putting 
the lots on the market since about 1993. 
However with the real estate market so 
hot right now, they decided to get in on 
the demand and have completed the 
subdivision of Phase One of the project 
on the east side of the creek. The next 
phases are set to go for 1999. 

"The need is there and the demand 
within the area is there," says Jill. 

She and her husband are getting very 
excited about the whole thing, espe¬ 
cially now that the first house on the 
subdivision has been built on one of the 
larger lots. 

The development consists of about 12 
acreages that range in size from 3 to 
10.2 acres. 

"Our idea is to maintain a really 
aesthetically pleasing environment," 
says Jill. 

She sees in her mind an estate or 
ranch type setting for the whole devel¬ 
opment. 

To keep with that idea, there are 
some architectural guidelines that have 
been set for homes being built on the 
lots. 

Also, the Tuggle's have worked hard 
to be sure that there is plenty of green 
space in the project including some 
municipal reserve land along the creek 
which the lots back onto, and some 


environmental reserve. 

Tuggle even sees the possibility of 
working into the outline a walking or 
horseback riding trail. 

Tuggle believes that the running 
creek, combined with the presence of 
animals (horses are allowed on three 
acre and over lots), and the green space 
will create a wonderful atmosphere for 
a potential homeowner. 

"We want to work with a lot of the 
natural area," says Jill. 

She believes it the project provides 
the best of both worlds to homeowners 
because it is still within town limits, 
but has the country living style of a 
typical acreage. 

Technically all has gone well with 
the development. 

"A really, really important issue is 
how amiable the Town of Didsbury has 
been," says Tuggle adding that they 
have been very helpful in helping her to 
learn what needs to go into developing 
a set piece of property. 

This includes work to be sure that 
the project has precautions against the 
100 year historical flood plain which 
could affect Rosebud Creek. 

Services such as telephone, natural 
gas, and power will be provided to the 
property line. 

The Tuggles have received quite a 
bit of interest regarding the develop¬ 
ment, according to Jill. Most of the 
interest has come from outside the 
area, however she hopes with more 
marketing the interest from town resi¬ 
dents will grow. 

Those who are looking to move to 
Didsbury have good reason to says Jill. 
She points to the recreational facilities 
and the hospital. 

But the biggest selling point for the 
town is, "That there is small town 
friendliness."

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New crop year to mark major turning point 


The CWB is gearing up for 
one of the most important 
changes ever experienced in 
the corporation's 63-year his¬ 
tory- the election of farmers to 
the new CWB board of direc¬ 
tors. The elections will take 
place this fall and the corpora¬ 
tion's current Commissioner 
structure will be replaced by a 
board of directors in January 
1999. 

"This crop year marks a ma¬ 
jor turning point in the CWB's 


Agroforestry is a term that is 
being heard more and more to¬ 
day on the prairies. And chances 
are that if you are involved in 
agriculture, you have been in¬ 
volved with agroforestry as well. 
That is because agroforestry can 
be defined as having trees and 
shrubs on the same land base as 
agricultural crops and livestock. 
This definition includes every¬ 
thing from intensive woodlot 
management to field shelterbelts 
to grazing cattle in bush land. 

Recent changes in the eco¬ 
nomics of agriculture and in the 
way we look at the environment 
have caused many to diversify 
their operations and to take a 
new look at agroforestry. That is 
because trees not only help the 
environment by providing habi¬ 
tat for wildlife and by protecting 
soils from erosion, they can also 
be a source of income to the land- 
owner. In areas near the forest 
fringe where trees are plentiful, 
portable sawmills can be hired to 
harvest lumber from farm 
woodlots for commercial sale or 
for use on the farm as fencing or 
construction material. In other 
areas wood can be cut and sold as 
firewood. Christmas tree planta¬ 
tions are now fairly common op¬ 
erations across the prairies. Ma¬ 
ple syrup is being produced com¬ 
mercially in all three prairie prov¬ 
inces using the Manitoba maple 
trees that grow naturally or have 
been planted across the region. 
New markets are being devel¬ 
oped for native and planted fruit 
bearing species such as 
saskatoons, choke cherries and 
sea-buckthorn. It seems as 
though the opportunities for cre¬ 
ating income from agroforestry 
appear to be limited only by the 
imagination and determination 
of the people who own the land. 

The more traditional uses for 
trees on the prairies are still as 


future. This is the year when a 
new board of directors will over¬ 
see this multi-billion dollar cor¬ 
poration and represent farmer 
interests in CWB decision-mak¬ 
ing," Chief Commissioner 
Lome Hehn told reporters to¬ 
day during the CWB's annual 
end-of-the-year news confer¬ 
ence in Winnipeg. 

Ten of the board's 15 direc¬ 
tors will be farmer-elected. The 
new board of directors will over¬ 
see the CWB's business affairs 


applicable as they always were. 
Field shelterbelts continue to 
protect soils from wind and wa¬ 
ter erosion, improve crop yields, 
and control the drifting and dis¬ 
tribution of snow in the winter. 
Farmyard shelterbelts protect 
livestock and buildings from the 
cold of winter and the heat of 
summer. Forested lands have 
long been used for the pasturing 
of livestock on the prairies. This 
practice is also called silvopasture 
and when properly managed, pro¬ 
vide livestock with high quality 
pasture as well as protection from 
heat and winds. 

The trees used in agroforestry 
can also reduce the amount of 
carbon dioxide in the atmos¬ 
phere. Carbon dioxide is a green¬ 
house gas and is partly responsi¬ 
ble for global climate change. 
Trees, through photosynthesis, 
remove carbon from the air and 
store it for long periods of time in 
the wood. This is a relatively new 
area of interest but as efforts to 
limit carbon emissions on a glo¬ 
bal scale begin to be brought on 
track, the need for sustainable 
agroforestry practices will be¬ 
come obvious. Carbon fixation 
may even result in more tree 
plantings on the prairies, and this 
can only lead to more opportuni¬ 
ties for landowners to exploit the 
benefits of agroforestry. 

Agroforestry has another side 
to it which is harder to put a 
price on, that is the aesthetic 
value of trees. There seems to 
be a need for people to have 
trees near them. When the Ca¬ 
nadian prairies were first set¬ 
tled, one of the first things that 
the pioneers and settlers did 
after setting up a homestead 
was to plant trees on the bald 
prairie. This quality is just an¬ 
other example of the many ben¬ 
efits that trees, and 
agroforestry, provide us all. 


and plan its future under the 
new provisions in the Canadian 
Wheat Board Act. 

"Management and staff are 
very excited about the new 
CWB and the changes it will 
bring to how we serve farmers. 
We hope that these changes will 
make all farmers feel that the 
CWB is truly their marketing 
agency-one that is Prairie 
strong, world wide." said Hehn. 

Hehn led reporters through 
a review of the 1997-98 crop 
year and a market outlook for 
the new crop year, which began 
Aug.l. In his review, the Chief 
Commissioner highlighted the 
CWB's successful marketing 
strategy in 1997-98, having 
moved 85% of farmer's grain 
into export position by the end 
of May 1998. "We hit that tar¬ 
get, capturing the year's high¬ 
est prices in the process," he 
said. 

The Canadian milling indus¬ 
try was the CWB's top customer 
for wheat again, with almost 
2.2 million tonnes western Ca¬ 
nadian wheat milled domesti¬ 
cally. Iran was the second larg¬ 
est customer, importing 2.1 
million tonnes of milling 
wheat. Algeria remained the 
CWB's largest exporter cus¬ 
tomer for durum wheat, import¬ 
ing almost two million tonnes. 

In barley marketing, Saudi 
Arabia was again the CWB's 
largest-volume feed barley cus¬ 
tomer with purchases of over 
400 000 tonnes. For malting 
barley, Canadian maltsters 
used just over one million 
tonnes, while just over 700 000 
tonnes were exported to the 
second-place United States. 

The CWB's total exports 
(wheat, durum and barley) for 
the 1997-98 crop year will be 
approximately 22 million 
tonnes compared to almost 23 


million tonnes the year before. 
The marginally smaller crop, 
coupled with the good move¬ 
ment early in the crop year, 
freed up grain handling and 
transportation resources dur¬ 
ing the summer months. 

Hehn contrasted the excel¬ 
lent grain movement in 1997- 
98 to the problems grain expe¬ 
rienced the year before. "The 
complaint we filed with the 
Canadian Transportation 
Agency against the railways in 

1997 gave farmers better serv¬ 
ice almost immediately. Serv¬ 
ice means delivering the prod¬ 
uct when the customer wants 
it, not when it's most conven¬ 
ient and cost-effective for the 
transportation system,” Hehn 
said. 

Turning his attention to the 
new crop year and the chal¬ 
lenges ahead, Hehn commented 
on world wheat prices, which 
are the lowest in four years. 
"This year, Prairie farmers are 
experiencing the very real fi¬ 
nancial impact subsidies are 
having on world wheat prices. 
The European Union contin¬ 
ues to pay direct support pay¬ 
ment s to its farmers encourag¬ 
ing them to produce more wheat 
when the market is already 
saturated, Canadian farmers 
without similar support, feel 
the full brunt through lower 
returns for their crops." 

Global wheat production in 

1998 is estimated a 591 million 
tonnes, the second largest crop 
on record, despite Canadian 
farmers reducing their wheat 
acreage by 18% this year. 


"Our farmers have re¬ 
sponded to low prices by pull¬ 
ing acreage out of wheat," Hehn 
said. European farmers on the 
other had, are insulated from 
the realities of the market by 
their support payments and 
have been increasing their acre¬ 
age over the last few years. Hehn 
referred to graphs, which show 
generally increased European 
wheat acreage since 1991, but 
decreased Canadian wheat acre¬ 
age during the same time pe¬ 
riod. 

World durum production is 
estimated an 32 million tonnes, 
also the second largest crop on 
record, resulting in a signifi¬ 
cant drop in expected returns 
for durum wheat farmers. 

Large barley stocks in Eu¬ 
rope are weighing on the ex¬ 
port feed barley market while a 
strong domestic North Ameri¬ 
can feed market is expected to 
limit export supplies. Desig¬ 
nated barley values are down 
compared to last year, with 
firmer values yet to be deter¬ 
mined by the ultimate quality 
of this year's harvest. 

The CWB is one of the 
worlds' largest wheat and bar¬ 
ley exporters, with annual sales 
revenues between $4 billion 
and $6 billion. The CWB mar¬ 
kets Prairie-growth wheat and 
barley to over 70 countries 
around the worlds. As the farm¬ 
ers' single-desk marketing 
agency, the CWB returns all 
sales revenues, less the costs of 
marketing, to wheat and barley 
farmers in Western Canada.

General Purpose 
Barley grade retained 

The Canadian Grain Commission has postponed the elimina¬ 
tion of the Extra No. 1 CW grade for general purpose barley, 
initially planned for Aug. 1. 

The decision to eliminate the grade, announced July 9, was 
suspended at the request of the Canadian Wheat Board. The CGC 
plans to discuss the future of the Extra No. 1 CW grade during 
the fall meeting of the Western Grain Standards Committee. 

The Canadian Grain Commission is the federal agency re¬ 
sponsible for establishing and maintaining Canada’s grain 
quality standards. Its programs result in shipments of grain that 
consistently meet contract specifications for quality, safety and 
quantity. As well, the CGC regulates the grain industry to 
ensure the integrity of grain transactions. 
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Market outlook for 1998-99 crop year 


Wheat (excluding durum) 

The CWB’s latest projections of 
world wheat supply and demand 
suggest that wheat prices for most 
grades and protein levels in 1998- 
99 will average slightly below prices 
experienced in 1997-98. World 
wheat production is currently fore¬ 
cast at 592 million tonnes - the 
second highest production next to 
last year's record production of 609 
million tonnes. These year-over¬ 
year record or near record produc¬ 
tion levels are, in part, influenced 
by competitor subsidies directly to 
farmers. (Interestingly, Prairie 
farmers decreased their acreage 
seeded to wheat by 1891 in 1998- 
99). These high production levels 
have driven prices to their lowest 
levels in over four years. European 
production surpluses and a large- 
volume US hard red winter wheat 
crop (in spite of the lowest acreage 
since 1973) have caused recent 
steady wheat market declines. The 
high yields in the US hard red 
winter crop coincide with reduced 
protein levels which, combined with 


reduced western Canadian and US 
spring acreage, have increased the 
potential for higher protein premi¬ 
ums in the 1998-99 marketing year. 

Durum 

Initial payments for durum 
wheat in 1998-99 are significantly 
lower than August 1997 values 
reflecting the dramatic change in 
the global durum supply demand 
situation from last year. Record 
durum acreage has been sown in 
Canada, the world's largest ex¬ 
porter of durum wheat. World 
durum production in the 1998-99 
is currently estimated at approxi¬ 
mately 32 million tonnes compared 
to 26.4 million tonnes in 1997-98. 
This would be the second largest 
world durum crop in history, a fact 
which has contributed to recent 
market declines. However, demand 
from major importing regions thus 
far for new crop production has 
been strong, in spite of estimated 
increases in the regions' own do¬ 
mestic production levels. Strong 
import demand in 1997-98 (the 
CWB has a record durum export 


program in 1997-98) has drawn 
supply levels in major exporting 
regions down to pipeline levels, 
which has provided limited sup¬ 
port for nearby durum values. 

Feed barley 

The global feed barley market 
remains depressed as the Euro¬ 
pean Union (EU) is burdened with 
feed barley stocks from 1997-98 
and the region's 1998-99 crop is 
currently being harvested. Fairly 
tight barley stocks in North 
America combined with strong 
domestic demand is expected to 
hold North American barley val¬ 
ues at a premium to other, more 
aggressive markets. Global coarse 
grain production in 1998-99 is pro¬ 
jected at 893 million tonnes, which 
is slightly higher than the 892 
million tonnes produced in 1997- 
98. The US com crop is currently 
in good condition and is likely to 
limit any upside potential in barley 
values for the near term. Drought 
stricken crops in the Former So¬ 
viet Union are likely to result in 
reduced competition for EU-com¬ 


Merger of AWP and MPE 

In an historic decision that will forever change the structure of the Canadian grain industry, delegates of 
Marutba Pool Elevators (MPE) and Alberta Wheat Pool (AWP) voted unanimously in favour of a merger on 
July 31. The new organization will be called "Agricore.’' 

"By their vote in Winnipeg, delegates have put the farmers of western Canada first," said MPE President 
Charlie Swanson. They have created an even stronger organization focused on serving the marketing and 
agronomic needs of prairie producers." 

"This merger will result in greater value and economic benefits for farmers as we work together to capture 
opportunities in an increasingly global business environment," said AWP First Vice-President John Pearson. 

Gord Cummings, chief executive officer of AWP, was appointed CEO of Agricore by the joing Boards of 
Directors of MPE and AWP. The president of Agricore will be elected by the new Board of Directors which, 
for an interim period, will consist of all directors of AWP and MPE. The new structure of delegates and directors 
will be decided by current delegates and announced later. 

Officers for Agricore will be located in Winnipeg and Calgary, a decision of the joint Board of Directors of 
AWP and MPE, based on the business plan prepared for the merger. 

"It just makes sense to have offices in both provinces to provide accessible services for customers and staff," 
said Cummings. The Head Office, including the office of the president and CEO, will be in Winnipeg. 

Some staff of MPE and AWP will be asked to relocate to either Calgary or Winnipeg based on the new 
corporate structure. 

"Where relocation is necessary, staff will receive assistance and support to help make the transition as easy 
as possible," said Cummings. "We intend to move as quickly as possible to alleviate as much uncertainty as 
we can." 

The official amalgamation of AWP and MPE will occur at the end of October after all legislative and 
regulatory matters have been dealt with. Delegates will be called to meetings in October to conclude the final 
legal details of amalgamation.

Designated barley 

With significant moisture accu¬ 
mulation in the Red River Valley 
and the US six-row growing re¬ 
gion, the potential for disease has 
increased leaving the high qual¬ 
ity supply situation somewhat 
precarious. This is expected to 
support fusarium-free, six-row 
barley values. For this rea¬ 
son, six-row initial prices are 
slightly higher than those is¬ 


sued at the beginning of the 
1997-98 crop year. Two-row 
values will be largely deter¬ 
mined by the quality of the 
western Canadian, Australian 
and EU crops. Currently, con¬ 
ditions in Canada and Aus¬ 
tralia are favourable for the 
production of good quality 
malting barley. As a result, 
the two row initial price is 
slightly lower than those is¬ 
sued in August of 1997.

Barry Senft, President and 
Chief Commissioner of the Ca¬ 
nadian Grain Commission 
(CGC), announced that coun¬ 
try elevators will no longer ac¬ 
cept barley containing excreta 
of the Cervidae family (deer, 
elk, moose). Previously, county 
elevators were not required to 
turn away deliveries of barley 
containing excreta. 

"This zero-tolerance policy 
represents an 

industry\producer group con¬ 
sensus that we are all account¬ 
able for maintaining Canada's 
quality assurance system," said 
Senft. "Managers will try to help 
producers find other markets 
for their barley if it has visible 
deer excreta, but it will not be 
permitted into the handling 
system. Similarly, if deer ex¬ 
creta are discovered in a railcar 
at terminal unload, the barley 
will be segregated. The ship¬ 
per will have to find a domestic 
market for the barley and as¬ 
sume the extra costs of doing 
so. It will not be exported." 

These decisions represent a 
consensus reached between the 
CGC and producers, country 
and terminal elevator opera¬ 
tors, and the Canadian Wheat 
Board on the report of the Bar¬ 
ley Cleanliness Committee. The 
committee, formed in March 
1987 to investigate the prob¬ 
lem of deer excreta in barley 
exports recommended a series 
of measures which the CGC be¬ 
lieved needed broader indus¬ 
try discussion. 

The industry\produce CGC 
representatives agreed with 
the Barley Cleanliness Commit¬ 
tee that more effort should be 


made to inform producers. 
However, they advised against 
setting up an ongoing commit¬ 
tee to deal with such problems, 
reasoning that affected parties 
can be called together quickly 
to discuss operational prob¬ 
lems as they arise. 

Some recommendations, 
such as to stop pooling feed 
barley cars, were referred to 
other forum. In addition the 
CGC agreed to call a working 
group together representing 
the CWB, terminal operators 
and CGC to discuss a protocol 
for detection of deer excreta in 
and out of terminals.

Dealing "the man who was supposed to 
replace Trevor Kidd" frees up the number one job for Ken Wregget with 
a back-up position likely to go to Tyler Moss. 

The Flames also have hot prospect Jean Sebastien Giguere and 
Tyrone Gamer in the wings. 

Last year Wregget saw limited time as he was Tom Barasso's back-up. 

Moss and Giguere split the duties in between the pipes for the St. John 
Flames leading them deep into the playoffs. 

Tabaracci will definitely serve as Olaf Kolzig's back-up for the year 
while Dwayne Roloson will be the #2 man behind the league's best; 
Dominek Hasek. 

In other Flames news Marty Mclnnis was awarded a multi-year 
contract through arbitration that's reportedly somewhere in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of $1.5 million US/ year. 

Cory Stillman was also given a new multi-year contract by the Flames, 
but terms of the salary were undisclosed. 

Mclnnis and Stillman are thought to be two main building blocks of 
this franchise.

Warren qualifies for all around title 


SING ME A SONG 
Many residents from past 
and present came out 
August long weekend for 
the (ackson school reun¬ 
ion.

It's becoming almost a given. 

Rod Warren will capture one of 
the nation's most prestigious ro¬ 
deo honours; the Canadian all 
around title. 

Warren has won the title three 
out of the last four years, and last 
weekend, became the only cowboy 
to qualify this season in the all 
around category, with no chal¬ 
lengers in sight. 

The all around rewards cow¬ 
boys versatile enough to place at 
both ends of the arena; in a timed 
and riding event. Contestants must 
place three times in each event to 
qualify. 

Warren has made it to the Ca¬ 
nadian Finals nine times in the 
saddle bronc, but placing in the 
steer wrestling in the regular sea¬ 
son as well is what had made him 
a Canadian champion three times. 

People don't always realize how 
much effort it takes to compete in 
both ends of the arena,' said the 
Valleyview cowboy. 'There's a lot 
of excellent steer wrestlers in 
Canada and to be able to place 
among them is not easy . " 

But obviously it s getting easier 
for the veteran: he managed his 


three placings within three weeks; 
he started off with sixth place at 
Estevan and second in Shaunavon, 
SK in mid-July, and topped that 
with another sixth at the High 
Prairie Elks Pro Rodeo last week¬ 
end. 

"It’s to the point now that I feel 
with my steer wrestling," said 
Warren, "that if I keep at it, I can be 
more competitive, and that’s a level 
I've wanted to reach since I’ve 
started. I feel like I’m getting up 
there; a couple more years of prac¬ 
tise and seasoning and I think I 
could be competitive in it." 

Warren s had an amazingmonth 
south of the border, as well; he sits 
in contention for the NFR in saddle 
bronc in 11th spot, after winning 
about $32,000. 

"It was the best month of my 
career," he said, "and August started 
out on the right step, too - I won 
$5,000 this week - so maybe it will 
be two months in a row." 

Also having a lot of success on 
both sides of the border is steer 
wrestler Lee Graves. The current 
Canadian champion won $7,681 in 
the steer wrestling at High Prairie, 
the Strathmore Pro Rodeo, and 


the Medicine Hat Stampede. He 
also picked up a little spending 
cash for last hole in the first go- 
round of calf roping at Strathmore 
to add to his lead in both the high 
point and bulldogging standings. 
He sits in fifth in the world steer 
wrestling standings. 

Another couple of cowboys - 
Darrell Cholach and Austin 
Beasley - celebrated great week¬ 
ends after a lot of rough road this 
season. 

Two-time Canadian bareback 
champion Darrell Cholach was 
feeling pretty down just a few 
weeks ago at the Calgary Stam¬ 
pede about his rodeo career. 

"I won a lot of crying holes this 
year," he said early in July, "and 
when you're not placing, you don't 
go to Edmonton. That's the di¬ 
lemma I'm in right now. If I don't 
get in there in the next six weeks, 
HI be done, and it might be for 
good." 

But after a $5,441 August long 
weekend that pushed him up to 
11th place in the Canadian 
standings, he's having to recon¬ 
sider his year's plans. 

'It's funny how that works; as

soon as you make one decent ride, 
everything inside picks up and your 
spirit is high when you go to the 
next rodeo," he said. 

The 34-year-old celebrated a win 
at the Medicine Hat Stampede, and 
then split first at Strathmore with 
Jason DelGuercio and Bill Boyd. 

'You could have made those two 
rides at small rodeos," he said, "and 
ended up winning $1,000, and not 
really helping in the standings that 
much at this time of year. Being 
that they were bigger rodeos like 
Medicine Hat and Strathmore, at 
least it gives me the opportunity to 
make a decision now: how bad do I 
want to show up in Edmonton this 
fall. 

"You know the ultimate position 
is standing in the grand entry in 
Edmonton, and I probably don't 
have very many chances to get 
there. So here's an opportunity, and 
personally, I really, really, really 


want to get to Edmonton. Hope¬ 
fully, IH prove that to everybody 
with my riding for the rest of the 
year.” 

Also hoping to prove himself all 
over again is Beasly, who is slowly 
climbing back up the bull riding 
standings, after a frustrating start 
to the season. He won $5,499 for a 
split of first at Strathmore with 
Merle Freeman, and came third in 
High Prairie. That moved this 
hard-luck cowboy way up the 
standings ladder, from 37th to 
17th. 

Moving back into a familiar 
position last weekend atop the 
Canadian standings was barrel 
racer, Debbie Guelly. The two-time 
Canadian champion won both 
Medicine Hat and High Prairie 
and came fifth at the North Peace 
Stampede in Grimshaw, AB, to 
take home $3,203.
